On inland Navigation and Internal^ Im- 


provement* as now prosecuted in Penn- 
sylvania — by a F/es-'ioldar of Fran/din 
County. 


THE internal improvement of the 


Common \vealth has always been a suit- 
able subject for the attention of our 
State Legislature. A system of Inter- 
nal Improvement, calculated to d eve- 
lope the wealth and resources of the 
State, and facilitate the intercourse of 
our citizens, as well as the transporta- 
tion cf their produce to the most eligi- 
ble markets, ought sooner to have com- 
manded the attention of those who pre- 
sided over the policy and government 
of the State, Such a system, being for 
the benefit of the v.hole community, 
ought not to be sectional or partial in 
its application, or extravagant in its ex- 
penditure.

Much had been done in this State by 


individual enterprise, -with legislative 
aid, to impro\e our roads, and bridge 
over waters. 
A great work to be ac- 


complished, if practicable, was an im- 
proved communication between the 
eastern and western waters. 
Such a 


work had been accomplished by our 
prosperous neighbor, (New-York,) and 
on our southern border, a canal from 
the Potomac to the Ohio, was receiving 
the attention of the States of Maryland 
and Vii ginia, and of Congress, and is 
now in progress with the aid of all. — 
Pennsylvania became aroused — a spirit 
for internal improvement, especially by 
a canal, was infused into a majority of 
the people, and manifested itself in so 
imposing a manner, that" legislation on 
the subject could not be avoided or 
longer delayed. The work, it must be 
admitted, was too great and onerous 
for the enterprise or capital of indivi- 
duals, and could only be effected by the 
resources and credit of the State, by 
being made a State work. It would, 
however, have been reasonable to have 
required contributions to a certain ex- 
tent by stock subscription from the dis- 
tricts more immediately benefited ; and 
I am inclined to think, that justice and 
good faith required some indemnifica- 
tion to those bridge and turnpike com- 
panies, whose property, in such public 
improvements, may be prejudiced by 
the new parallel channels of transporta- 
tion, if as successful as their friends re- 
- present. 


The friends of internal improvement 


called for one communication from east 
to west — different routes were explored 
.to ascertain which was the most eligible j 
and whilst this exploration and recon- 
noissance "was in progress, and even 
when the same was before the commit- 
tee of inland navigation and internal 
improvement, there was no friend so 
visionary, enthusiastic and extravagant, 
as to advocate three, canals from the east 
to the west. The committee, in their 
report to ihe Legislature of 16th Jan. 
1825. recommended that provision 
be made for the construction of that 
part of the Canal, from Swatara to the 
Juniata, and from Pittsburg to the Kis- 
kcmineias — as essential parts of aPcnn- 
syh ania canal ; the length of thai sec- 
tion being 53 miles, and asking an ap- 
propriation not to exceed S30Q,000. — 
The Canal Commissioners, in their re- 
port of Feb. 3d, 1826, after submitting 
thcjr observations and views of the se- 
veral routes lo which their attention 
had !:ccn directed, recommend "its ac- 
iho prosecution as scon as the most 
dii&ble route shall have been Jixed with 


The Legislature of 1825-6, though 


operated on by all the influence of the 


zealous advocates of canalsj and 


UAi'j.,,- themselves of the spirit that 


U« a great part of the Common- 


wealth, were notwithstanding disposed 
to act cautiously and circumspectly in 
the disposition of the public money, 
and did only provide for the construc- 
tion of the two sections mentioned, and 
appropriated for the execution thereof 
but So'"0,COO, declaring ir, the pream- 
ble of the law, "that ihe construction of 
fl e#73tf/ within our limits, for the pur- 
pose of connecting the eastern and -A es- 
tein waters, is believed to be practica- 
ble, and vvithin ihe means of the State" 


—furnishing unequivocal evidencefrom 
all whose duties required an expression 
of sentiment, that the public voice and 
interests required but one canal, for the 
connection of the eastern and western 
waters. The making of one was an ex- 
periment of great magnitude, requir- 
ing millions that were not in the Trea- 
sury, but only to be obtained in the 
market, on the credit of the State, and 
which may lie transmitted to our poste- 
rity as a state debt; not of easy or con- 
venient liquidation. If it s>hall remain 
to them a debt to be provided for, well 
may they comment on the legislation 
and policy which produced it, and in- 
quire into its histot y. We believe that 
history is briefly this : When provision 
was to be made for the further exten- 
sion of the canal from the mouths of 
the Juniata and the Kiskeminetas, the 
Juniata route being found the shortest 
and most eligible, public attention was 
directed to it. To establish this route 
and provide for its execution, was the 
great object for which the friends of 
internal improvement in the east and 
west had to contend. Those who were 
opposed to the entire project as prema1 
ture, hazardous, extravagant and par- 
tial, conceived, that to successfully re- 
sist the adoption of this most popular 
route, was the defeat or the delay of 
the whole ; and, accordingly, directed 
their united force to oppose the pas- 
sage of a law in favor of the Juniata 
route. The strength of the opposition, 
with the aid of those dissatisfied on the 
other explored routes, presented a vote 
that could not be overcome by the 
friends of the Juniata route. To break 
and divide the vote of the opposition, 
became the object of the friends of a 
canal, Scit would seem that at once the 
legislative hall became a market place, 
wherein canals were to be bartered for 
a few yeas : a few members were to be 
conciliated and brought into the mea- 
sure by appropriations to their district 
of country, and by such management 
or "log rolling," as it is called, millions 
of dollars were disposed of in projects 
not then required for public accommo- 
dation, and the commonwealth, in 
place of one canal, was, by the "log rol- 
ling," rolled into three or more, at an 
expense, we think, now alarming to 
many of those friends who, in their 
zeal,*wcre carried along with the gene- 
ral current. 


This legislation exhibited an improv 


idence and expenditure of the public 
money, on a scale too great for the lim- 
ited resources and revenue of the state; 
and the execution of the favored system 
of internal improvement, has been par- 
tial in its application, to the exclusion 
of a large part of the State from any 
actual participation in it. The inflexi- 
ble opposition of the members from 
the counties opposed to a canal, was 
injudicious, and perhaps illiberal, tho' 
it was no doubt in accordance with the 
sentiments and feelings of their consti- 
tuents at the time. The public voice 
was not to be resisted, and could only- 
he satisfied by a canal from east to west, 
so far as practicable, and this ought to 
have been conceded, and a selection 
made of the least expensive and the 
most eligible. This would have been 
sufficient to have tested the experiment, 
the success of which would have war- 
ranted the extension of the like im- 
provements to other parts of the State, 
at a time better suited for the state of 
the Treasury. The votes of a few of 
the southern counties might have car- 
ried, it is believed, the bill providing a- 
lone for the execution of the Juniata 
route. The canal commissioners and 
engineers estimated the total expense 
of the completion of this route at &3.- 
045,900, and their system has already 
caused an expenditure of above §4,000,- 
000, when great parts of their vast 
works aie unfinished, or untouched, 
and requiring yet unknown millions for 
their completion. 


Though the people of this section of 


the country, hav e been soothed from 
time to time, by a notice in the reports 
of the committee on inland navigation 
and internal improvement, and have e- 
ven had the appearance of facing provi- 
ded for in their several laws making 
appropriations; yet we well know, that 
whatever expectations might have been 
raised in some, it has, however, as vet, 
only produced a survey by Mr. Mitch- 
ell, under the direction of the Board, 
which resulted in a report in every res- 
pect favorable to the facility of making 
either a canal or rail way: but which 
was followed by no measure or step that 
exhibited any intention to prosecute 
the work. The surveys enjoined by 
the r.th sect, of act of Sih April, 18-27, 
and by 6th sect, of act of 24 th M 


1828, from Harrisburg to Chambers- 
burg, and from the latter place to Co- 
lumbia, have been only partially execu- 
ted lately by the exploration of a party 
under the direction of a Mr. Hopkins, 
of whose qualifications, operations and 
report, we are yet entirely ignorant.— 
With the exception of the location of a 
part of a rail-way in Lancaster county, 
nothing has been done under this sys- 
tem of internal improvement, in any 
county on the southern border of Penn- 
sylvania. Plas not this whole district 
of country from east to west, reason to 
be dissatisfied and alarmed atalegisla- 
tion, that excludes them from all parti- 
cipation in a system which is most li- 
berally and extravagantly extended to 
other sections of the commonwealth ? 


If these experiments should not be as 
beneficial or productive as their friendb 
represent; the debt incurred in their 
construction will be a burthen, that as 
citizens of the State we will have to 
bear a heavy part; and, if successful, 
in that success we not participate, but 
ate prejudiced by it in the market, and 
have assisted,in furnishing facilities of 
transportation to our neighbors, with- 
out possessing any for oursehes. 


In the appropriations that have been 


made by the Legislature within the List 
three years in favour of inland naviga- 
tion, millions of dollars are disposed of, 
as if they were but small items, to our 
finances. In former times,a Law dispo- 
sing of half a million of the public mon- 
ey, would have received every atten- 
tien and consideration from the Repre- 
sentatives of tlie people, that a feartul 
responsibility could beslov: and jet 
since the commencement of the present 
session, a bill was reported, appropria- 
ting S800,000 to be boi rowed on the 
credit of the State, which passed 
through all the forms of Legislative 
business and became a law, with as 
much despatch, and as little considera- 
tion, as if it tf ere a bill to alter a town- 
ship line or fix an election district. 
The progress of the Legislature from 
one appropriation to another, shews 
how apt a public body is to advance 
from one step to another, in disposing 
of the public money. The Legislature 
of 1825-6, at the commencement of the 
great work, appropriated for the ex- 
ecution of all thdt was authorized 
§300,000—The Legislature of 1826-7, 
appropriated to the same work one mil- 
lion of dollars, and the Legislature of 
1827-8, appropriated the further sum 
of two millions of dollars. The amount 
asked by the Board of Canal Com- 
missioners, in their Report of the 11th 
December, 1828, for the operations of 
the ensuing year, is three millions of dol- 
lars. It is a circumstance not tobeo- 
verlooked, in our view of the magnitude 
of these expenditures, that all these 
sums were to be borrowed on the credit 
of the State. Has not a large part of 
the population of Pennsylvania, reason 
to be alarmed at the creation of such a 
debt? It is extraordinary, that v\ hilst 
v\ e should be so alive to every act of 
the General Government, we should 
be slumbering away under a State Leg- 
islation, that is improvident, extrava- 
gant and partial, beyond any thing ex- 
perienced since the formation of our 
Government.—The counties along the 
southern border of the State, are pecu- 
liary concerned in the recent appropri- 
ations of the public money, as being 
not only subject in common with the 
other parts of the State to this increas- 
ing debt, but by being excluded by the 
policy of those who direct and execute 
the present oystem of internal improv e- 
ment, from any participation in its ad- 
vantages, or in the distribution of the 
public money.—It behooves ihe peo- 
ple of this part of the Stale, to inform 
themselves of the particulars of such 
legislation, Sc to remonstrate against It. 


That there is an opposition lo, or 


jealousy of, improvement in the south- 
ern counties of the Stale,' by those who 
have an influence in our Stale legisla- 
tion, &. the appropriation of Ihe public 
money, is manjfe,st,v. e think, from their 
conduct in opposing improvements in a 
neighboring commonwealth, by which 
we might be benefited, as in the instan- 
ces of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal 
—Baltimore and Ohio Rail Way—in 
the present application of the Balti- 
more and Susquebannah Rail Way—in 
the omission to do any thing in the ex- 
ecution of those proposed and recom- 
mended improvements in the counties 
of Cumberland, Franklin, Adams and 
York—and in the fact that, whiK: up-

j not one dollar has >et l,een expended 
j in *hc ictnal c<»str«ciio»af aa 


improvement in a county on our south- 
ern border, nor any part yet placed un- 
der contract. 


We may be permitted to inquire of 


the respectable Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Inland Navigation and Inter- 
nal Improvement, and of the master 
spirits who direct the system, why is 
it that so much indifference, if not hos- 
tility, is manifested by them to the coun- 
ties along the southern line of the 
State? H cannot arise from a spirit 
of resentment to those counties, for the 
opposition made by their representa- 
tives to the adoption of the system.— 
Such a spirit would be unworthy of the 
liberality, intelligence and magnanimi- 
ty of gentlemen. Can it be that the 
zealous representative of the city of 
Philadelphia, is doubtful of the title of 
this Commonwealth to our southern 
counties, and is apprehensive the State 
of Maryland is about to renew, as the 
successors of Lord Baltimore, the old 
claim to a goodly portion of our territo- 
ry? 
If so, we advise the gentleman to 


dismiss his apprehensions, for, in addi- 
tion to the possession of the better title, 
andthedecreeofaChancellor,esiabIish- 
ing that title, we are since, by the hand 
of time, raised in power and might suf- 
ficient to protect us against ihe claims 
of all the powers of the earth. 


Is it because the southern counties 


have been suspected of being deficient 
in enterprise, and a taste and spirit for 
public improvements, that their inte- 
rest are so much disregarded in the 
legislation of the last four years, on the 
subject of internal improvement? Or 
are they so insignificant and limited in 
their products and resources, as not to 
deserve public attention and consider- 
ation, until every other part of the State 
is provided for to the full satisfaction 
of its citizens ? We are willing to en- 
ter into a comparison of our contribu- 
tions to public improvements, with any 
other part of the Commonwealth, and 
are content that we receive no greater 
share of the public attention, or appro- 
priations of the public money, than our 
relative products and resources would 
entitle us to.

EDUCATION. 


Common School Fund, and Common 


Schools in the Stale of New-York.—The 
foundation of the Common School 
Fund for the State of New-York was 
laid in the year 1305,~and the first dis- 
tribution of the income took place in 
1816. 


The productive capital of this fund 


is invested in bonds and mortgages, 
canal and bank stocks, and now amounts 
to gl,630,825, and produces an income 
of $95,000. 


In addition to this, the State owns 


880,000 acres of land, valued at S411,- 
288, (less than 50 cr-its per acre.) which 
lands are, by the Constitution of that 
State, pledged for" the support of com- 
mon schools. This sum. added to the 
productive capital, gives a grand total 
of £2,042,113, and this is exclusive of 
the local school fund, and also of a 
large capital denominated the "Litera- 
ry Fund" : the income from which 
is annually paid towards the support 
of their numerous colleges and acade- 
mies. 


In 1827 the sum of $222,995 was paid 


towards the support of their common 
schools—of this sum S 100,000 was paid 
from the State Treasury, g 12.433 fi om 
! the income of ihe loan school fund, and 
| SI 10,542 was raised by tax.—Their 


school law requires ;bat a sum shall be 
assessed on their tuxab> inhabitants 
equal to the «um which is paid from 
the State Treasury to each town, and 
by a vote, at their town meetings, dou- 
ble the amount may be raised by tax. 


In that State there are 56 counties, 


in which are 7-32 cities, towns and 
wards, eveiy one of which made detail- 
ed official returns of iheir schools to 
the Secretary of State, (v\ ho also acts 
as superintcndant of common schools,) 
in 1S27. 
The numberofschool districts is8994, 


the schools in which contained, in 1S27, 
441,856 children, who were taught on 
an average 6 months. 


In 1816 Ihe number of children return- 


ed ai V.) their common schools, was only 
140,306, show iug an increase of CO 3,750 
in 11 years. 


The private schools in the Stale of 


New York ar« also -very numerous, and 
it 5s a low estimate to suppose the suns 
of §500,000 is annually expended in 
that Stite for schools. 


Twelve thousand copies of the revi 


sod statute r<-l vi:;£ to their common 
vho^li. v-rh the form of ;c*.«irj!s *nrJ 


regulations, were printed in 1827, and 
distributed to their school officers, aud 
probably as many copies of their inter- 
esting and voluminous school reports, 
were printed and circulated through 
that rich and powerful State. 
If-know- 


ledge is power, what an immense army 
is the State of New York drilling,'and 
at what an immense distance in-intelli- 
gence, and consequently in enterprise, 
wealth, and power, will she leave the 
State of Pennsylvania, unless the latter,' 
equally rkh in natural resources, is a- 
rouscd to a deep sense of the ignorance 
of her numerous citizens. The State 
of New York is lauded through the'U- 
nion for the public spirit so early dis- 
played in her public works, canals, &.C. 
but she is well aware that the brightest 
jewel in her diadem is her extensive 
and excellent system of public instruc- 
tion. 


The citizens of New Jersey have ta- 


ken up the subject of common scho'ols 
with spirit and eneigy.

The family- had barely time, provi- 


dentially, to reach the alley, in their 
night clothes, before the'whole of their 
front house was all in flames !! ! "A 
small brick back building, adjoining; 
was very soon on fire; the wind being 
high and strong-from the west, those 
two houses with two other,frame and 
log houses adjoining, were entirely con- 
sumed : together with a hatter's shop, 
occupied by Mr. Joseph Price, and the 
third house by Mr. Oliver Lindsey, as 
a confectionary and bake-house, Sec.—, 
Mr.'Gregg has lost his only dwelling, 
with his property entire, includingsome 
money : the other two families, Messrs. 
Price and Lindsey, saved mostof their 
personal property. This block orhou- 
ses, in one range, situate on Main st. 
were entirely consumed before day- 
light. Mr. Murdoch's large brick ta-~ 
vern house, across the alley" from Mr. 
Gregg's, was frequently on fire on the 
roof and barge boards, but still saved. 
Mr. Gregg's loss is estimated at about 
g6000. The citizens held a meeting, 
and adopted mea&ures for the relief of 
the sufferers.

N ASHYILLE, Dec. 19. 


A very distressing and awful occur- 


rence took place not long since, at the 
Iron Works of Messrs. Baxter and 
Hicks,in Dickson county. By digging; 
out the ore from the side of a hill, the 
workmen had made an excavation of 
considerable extent, and were in the 
habit of prosecuting their labor, in 
large numbers, immediately tinder the 
immense projecfiofi. 
One morning 


while three men (one white and two 
blacks,) were thus engaged, the whole 
body gave way and instantly buried 
them beneath its ponderous weight. 
About fifty men, after nearly a half a 
day's labor, succeeded in digging out 
the carcases, which were completely 
mashed to pieces. Not a whole bone 
remained, the heads were pressed into 
fiat plates, and the bodies retained 
scarcely a resemblance to the human, 
form. It is indeed surprising that so 
great a number of persons should have 
exposed themselves to so imminent and 


i obvious a danger, aud it is a matter of 


grateful reflection, that the awful catas- 
trophe, occurred at a moment when so 
few comparatively were in a situation 
to be destroyed by it. Had it happen- 
ed at almost any other hour of the 
day, perhaps ten times as many human 
beings might have been overwhelmed, 
and shared the fate of their uuforlu* 
7iaie companions.

complained of pain, and slight fever 
returned, but in the e\cning about <^ 
o'clock, when the ph)sician visited her, 
she appeared relie\ed, and was free 
from pain. No alarming symptoms ap- 
peared, nor was it then supposed that 
her indisposition would be so great as 
to interfere with the arrangements of 
the next day. 
In about half an hour, 


however she sent for the physician, 
who was in an adjoining room, and be- 
fore he could reach her, she fell from 
her chair, and expired in less than two 
minutes. The immediate cause of this 
awful event is supposed to have been a 
sudde:i spasmodic affection of the heart. 


The funeral took place on Wednes- 


day, and was attended by an immense 
crowd from Nashville and the sur- 
rounding country.

This Is in- 
deed a great and sudden reverse, and 
affords a striking lesson of the uncer- 
tainty of human happiness, a forcible 
Illustration of the mixture of alloy with 
the richest and purest of human enjoy- 
ments.

A bill to impose regulations upon 


Sales at Auction, was reported yester- 
day, in the House, from the Committee 
of Ways and Means, by Mr. M'Dume. 
The main pwnision contained in the 
bill is, that at all sales by auction of fo- 
reign goods, the invoice shall be produ- 
ced" by which the goods' were entered 
at the Custom House, and charged 
with duties. This, it will be seen, looks 
to that part of the allegations against 
the present system, which charges it 
with frauds on the public revenue. We 
believe the report declares it to be in- 
expedient to legislate in the manner 
asked for by the memorials, by the im- 
po.siiion of a tax on auctions. 


Mr. StoiTb,from the select Commit- 


tee on the Census, reported a bill to 
provide for taking the fifth census or 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the 
United States.

ticulars of the sudden and awful death 
of Mrs. Hisby and her four children. — 
Mr. Hisby and his family, consisting of 
a wife and five child ren,have lived some 
time in a shanty, on their farm in the 
township of Drummond. On Wed- 
nesday the 10th inst. about ihree o'- 
clock in the morning, Mr. Hisby started 
from his sleep, being nearly suffocated 
with smoke, and perceived that the 
straV bed, opposite the fire, on which 
his wife and four children lay, was in a 
blaze. 
He immediately flew to the 


door, and having opened it, the free 
circulation which was given to the air 
made the flames rise higher. 
He says 


that when the door was opened, he per- 
ceived his wife raise herself out of the 
flames, but she instantly tumbled back 
again. He then took hold of the bed 
vvith the intention of pulling it out at 
the door; but the floor, which was 
closely laid with short pieces of split 
basswood, gave way, and they all tum- 
bled into the cellar. 
He then flung 


water on the bed till he extinguished 
the fire. During the whole proceed- 
ings no symptoms oflife were shown by 
any of them except the one effort of the 
unfortunate mother. The bodies were 
shockingly scorched. 
The bed and 


blankets were nearly all consumed. — 
The shanty was not bin ued.
